1. TMe nuMRoraadum is for Inftgmatlon «iiy. 

2. if ti» policy recommendations set forth in the rfflBerence are accepted by 
the Frealdent and enforced through an Executive Order, new locations and rdtoca- 
ttaaa ci Federal offltces wuld fill under the review and cmttrol of the National 
C^^tal J%iudog Commission ^NCPCJ which is invested with ri^it of approt^l over 
site selmttion. 

3. NCPC policy goals are twofold: 

a* fe^ovKneitt of conditions for low and mod^ate income to |10,000 
per aimam) Federal employeas in housing siq:ply and "fit” of l«jme to Job loca- 
tions. 


b. baparovonent of economic balance within the m«r«^litan region 
(central city versus suburbs). 

4. tapkmeiitotlon of NCPC gMls wotdd require that a subject site for new or 
relocaUKl facilities meet the Mlowii^ pr<»:onditions prior to approval by NCPC: 

a. Hoiualng - adequate supply for the low and moderate Income emplt^ees 
of all races and creeds be available witMn 45 minutes ctnnmuting time by 
public traBiq)ortation. 

b. TYaa^rtation - adequate pibllc traa«^ortatl<m and highway eyst®ns 
to serve the increased load on the neighborhood. 

c. R«ii<mal Economics - prc^s^ Federal c^>ez«tlon8 be conslstait with 
planning ef&irts to keep a balanced growth betwe^ the central city and the 
subtutha.

(1) Overriding need for suburban relocation of fecilltles. 

Adequate bousing and community udtMn prescribed 

cmsuniinlty radius, particulariy for tow and moderate income employees. 

0} Adequate public traneportation servlee to Iteadquartere. 

(4) Trafflc loads Imposed by ccmaoBdaflon do not overload local road 
networks. 

b, Tim greatest Impact would pr<^»ib!y be tei flie ammtnt of esdara staff 
planning work and presentatloas required. Researcb and analysis of the pro* 
conditions may necessitate retention of GoasultiQg ffrme, to assist Agency 
planners. 

c, Obvious^, early aM contiaulng ttaisem with NCfC will reveal the exact 
Influaice these NCKS recommaidatloas naay have m Agency consolidation plan- 
ning. 

d. It Is anticipated that achievement of our goale for 1980 will flt the projected 
^ty/sutmihan b^nce and that hewsing and tranipotthitlon comhtitms at tibat flme 
will meet ^iproval. Also w© would be addli^ to the exisflng Hea<lyiartm:s snd 
not prt^pGsing a new location. Much depends on actions by crtiher piveenment orgatd' 
a^titnis. 


a. For inatancet if intensive use of a portion of SBR land by DIA or another 
large cperaffon la preposed simultanecwsly vdth the Agency coasoltdation effort, 
the total resultant may exceed NCPC limitations ai^ be muse for resistance to 
or rejection of the CSA proposal. 

b. Or renewed activities by other Federal offices in the central city may 
taring regicnal devrfopment into balance by 1980, eUmlnatlng one of the potenffal 
problsms.

noted the need for them. The NCPC representatives also agreed that tjpe ol 
multilevel parking facility would probably be required to keep from cover^ eaten > 
me amoBias of land with blackt<«j. It was mentioned that some acreage 
iffiKWclIled) would need to be acquired from BPR, and tl^ it would prdMbly ^ 
necessary for the Agency at some point to request permanent acqulsitltm <» the 
Weet Rirking Lot and HeUport. Mr. Boaarth’s eplnion at d»t time was that anther 
large agency could not be siqpported in tius Heaifepjart«'s environs by the gating 
read network. The NCFC r^jreseatatlves emmented fovortbly upM» the ’ Master 
Han” Miprcach in the BFR planning efforts and that a "Master Ran" for cons^rt^ 
wlH have to be sifomitted for consideration by the Commission through the Virginia 
Hanning A^teittes) before It would be receptive to an approach on KSf s^e 
structure, the comments made at the above me^ihg relate closely to sections ci 
the poUcy recorammuSations report dlacnssed In the precetfing paragraphs.
